LAST Week I had an Occafion of examining a cu- 
rious Piece of Roman Antiquity difcovered near 
us, and refolv'd to fend you the following Account of 
it, together with a Drawing I made of it. 

In Feb. 17x7-8- Plowing in the open Fields of T>en^ 
tOHy about % I Miles from Grantham^ they happened 
upon a Roman lavement in Mo fate Work, as com* 
monly calfd. I had Notice of it from my Neighbour, 
the Rev, Mr. Saul^ Minifter of Harla^cton^ the next 
Parifli, and went to fee it. It lies partly in the glebe 
Land, partly in Madam JFelby\ who affifted us with 
Workmen to clear it. It has been a very large Room 
about 30 Foot both ways, as we found by digging in 
divers Places^ but being fo near the Surface, not above 
a Foot, or a Foot and half deep, and having been 

plowed 
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plowed over Time out of Mind, the major Part of it is 
ruin'd and imperfed. Befides many Fragments of it, 
we had only the Pleafure of viewing one Piece entire, 
which was go Foot long and 6 broad ; and this was ex* 
treamly pretty, the Colours lively, the Pattern or Figure 
finely defign'd, as you will fee by the Drawing, which 
is exadly taken. (See the Fig.) There are only 3 Colours, 
white, red and blue ; but of the middlemoft or moft 
beautiful Part of it, which is but 9 Foot long and 3 
broad, the white and redris Double in Qua ntity to the 
blue. In the outermoft Part or Verge of the Work, 
there is no Variety of Colour, but *tis entirely blue ; 
and that made of much larger Squares than the reft* 
On the Eaji and Weji Sides this was 6 Foot broad, on 
the North but 3. The red is formed out of Roman 
Bricks^ feveral Fragments of which we found about 
the Work ; the white Colour is made of the common 
Lime-Jione of our Country ; the blue, of the Stone 
that comes from Benyngton towards Newark^ 5 Miles 
from this Place : And thefe Colours wear well toge^ 
ther, and produce a good Effed. We found in digging, 
feveral Parts of the Foundations of the Walls that 
terminated this Room, and feemingly Foundations of 
other Rooms adjacent, which Foundations were made 
of the common white Stone of the Country feton Edge 
Side by Side, with here and there a Bit of J?^^^^ Brick. 
The Building was plac'd parallel with the Quarters of 
the Heavens. They found in digging, fome humaa 
Bones, and I took many Bones of a Hand, which pro- 
bably belonged to fome unfortunate Perfon kilFd in the 
Ruins, or when the Houfe was demolilhed. 

After this fhort Defcription of the Work, take this

longer. Three Miles South of Grantham is Greaf 
Taunton ^ a Village fet in a f^^eet Valley, where the Be- 
ginnings of the Witham River are colleded from ma- 
ny Springs a little higher uo. Hard by upon the Edge 
ot the Hill runs the great Roman Road cali'd Hermen- 
fireet : This Village I aflPerted in my Itinerary ro be the 
Caufennis in Antoninus'^ itinerary, which Commenta- 
tors have found Difficulty in fettling. The Terms or 
a Towns between which it is placed in IterY. with the 
Diftance of th^ Miles^ fufficiently eftablilh the Situati- 
on, and they are well known and acknowledged ; thus 
^Durohrlvas^ Caufennim m, p.'xxir. Lindum m,p, 
xxvi. for "Taunton is 30 Roman Miles from T>urobri- 
*v^^ orthePaiTage of the Hermen-Jireet ovtx ihtNen* 
river above Teeter borough^ and x6 from Lincoln* At 
Taunton, fince I came to live at Grantham^ I have 
heard of much Antiquity being found, elpeciallv Mo- 
faic Tavements ; and undoubtedly it was the Station 
upon the Hermenjlreet^ between Brigcajlerton \% 
Roman Miles off, and Jncajier 7, which were like- 
wife Roman Stations and wall'd about, but now their 
Names are loft. All about Taunton the Romans in- 
habited very frequent, as at Kirkfioke particularlv. 
where great auantities of Antiquities have been found ; 
likewife at Strawjlon I have feen many Roman Coins 
dug up, in Poffefllon of my Neiglibour Captain 
H^r^f^, who owns the Town, He fays likewife fub- 
terraneous Vaults have been found there, and near it is 
the Place where our Pavement was> difcpvered. Be- 
tween Tauntomxx^ Grantham a Road pailes the Ri;^er 
at Salter' % Fordy this Road is called Salter's Gate^ and 
much frequented* I believe it has continued ever fince.

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the Roman Times, being the Paflage from Hollandm 
Lincoln/hire by Brigend Qaufey^ (a Roman Work) to 
all the Towns upon the Fojfway in Nottinghamjhire 
and Letcejierjhire : For along this Way they carried 

Silt, made by the Sea Side, to thofe mediterranean 
Parts, both in Roman and SaxonT\mz%. Our Pave- 
ment ftands within a Bow*fhot of this Road, upon verv 
high Ground, and feems to have been a Summer -villa ^^ 
or Pleafure4ioufe, where on one Side ^ixcy were enter- 
tained with the Sight of Travellers going on the Road % 
on the other they commanded a niofl noble Profpect^ 
Northwards, of a prodigious Extent. When we are up- 
on the Spot, you may without Difficulty fee the Rea- 
fon why they fixed it in that very Point, and 'tis the 
mofl delightful Place that can be imagined for a Sum- 
mer.retreat. Tis placed juft at the Head of a Conval- 
Us^ or leffer Valley failing down into the great Valley 
of Trenton underneath, from which Benton has its. 
Name, (Ignifying the Town In the Valley. This Con- 
vallis is extreamly beautiful, and running Northward^ 
muft needs be very pleafant and cool in the Summer- 
time. Our Villa had this further Advantage in its Si- 
tuation, that it commanded a View between the Open* 
ing or Gap that in this Place appears, between Bar^ 
rowby and Wolfthorp Hills ; which leads the Eye into 
the boundlefs Profped of the Vale of Belvoir^ Yoli 
fee from hence Newark^ the Trent, Kelham Tark and 
Houfe^ Southwell Minfter, the Forejl of Sherwood^ 
&Cc. befides the neighbouring Cajile of Belvoir^ where 
in thefe Tim.es was a Roman exploratory Camp, like- 
wife the Roman Camp oi Humngton\ infomuch that 
we may well comm.end the Wifdom and good Tafte of
